WASHINGTON — (#>)— Despite as- 


saults that it placed America in. an 
"international straight jacket" and 
was only a "gesture toward peace", 
the senate speeded to the White Hotee 
Saturday a compromise resolution to 
bulwark American neutrality in any 
foreign war. 


Final action came on a motion to 


concur in house amendments to the 
original senate resolutions. The vote 
was 77 to 2. 


The compromise, among other things 


places a mandatory embargo on arms 
and munitions shipments to all belli- 
gerents in foreign conflict 
effective 


only after February 29, 1936.

LONDON — (fi>)— The Defense Com- 


mittee of the British cabinet ordered 
the imperial defense forces to be pre- 
pared to maintain the empire's dom- 
inance of the Mediterranean, portect 
her colonies in Africa and keep open 
lines of communication. 
It directed 


provision of elaborate naval, military, 
and air defense for the Suez canal 
an informal! said. 


On protection and control of that 


gateway depends the life of the em- 
pire, it was said. In case of war in 
East Africa, the canal would become 
a key point. Its closing to warships 
and transports of combatants is be- 
ing discussed. Such a move, one .ob- 
server said, would be a mortal blow 
to Mussolini's East African ambitiors. 


Grave Concern Felt 


During the meeting of the Imperial 


Defense Committee at No. 10 Downing 
street Friday, the problem of the Suez 
canal defense was discussed at length. 
Cne report had it that grave concern 
was expressed over the possibility that 
the Italians might attempt to size the 
canal in case of war. 


The opinion was expressed in both 


naval and military circles that the 
fleet alone is incapable of holding the 
canal and the army and air force have 
received instructions for use in case 
of trouble. One of the chcif worries 
of the British is the possibility of at- 
tack by submarines and aircraft. 
'. 


The Admiralty, officials of which 


have long and publicity lamented the 
size and condition of the British fleet, 
was told, an informant said, to has- 
ten the massing in Meditcrrancna wat- 
ers of the strongest British naval for- 
ces ever assembled there, and to es- 
tablish headquarters at Malta and 10 
be ready for any eventuality. 


In diplomatic circles the
